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PREFACE. 

A Second volume of the Botanical Magazine having 
been brought to a conclufion fince the death of Mr. 
Curtis, it feems proper that the very liberal encouragement 
this Work has continued to receive fhould be gratefully ac- 
knowledged, the demand for it being by no means diminiihed, 
notwithftanding the irreparable lofs fuftainedby that melancholy 
event, and the increafed price, nvbich the preflure of the times 
has made necelTary* 

To a few readers it may not be totally uninterefting to learn 
how the Botanical Magazine came under the prefent direQion. 
Long before bis death Mr. Curtis, perceiving his diflblution 
gradually approaching, naturally became anxious to fecure to his 
family the pecuniary benefits arifing from the fale of the Work, 
their fole dependance. In order to lelfen the impediments to 
carrying it on, he laboured, as much as his infirm ftaie of health 
would permit, to arrange and increafe the neceflary materials. 
He applied to feveral of his moil eminent botanical friends 
and obtained their promife of affiftance. Finally, in the con- 
fidence of friendfliip, he fubjeSed the future management to the 
controul of the prefent Editor, with whom he had many years 
lived in habits of intimacy. How far this confidence has been 
juftified by the event, with refpe£l to his family, cannot be a 
general concern, nor is it neceflary to fay any thing of the Work 
iifelf as far as it has hitherto proceeded : it is before a dif- 
cerning public and it's merit will be fairly appreciated. 

In the conftruftion of thefe volumes, but little ufe has lat- 
terly been made of the materials left by Mr. Curtis for feveral 
reafons, principally from a defire to preferve them as entire as 
pofiible for the fervice of the proprietors, in cafe of emergency, 
and a wifli to indulge our botanical readers with a reprefenta- 
tion and defcription of fome of the novel and curious plants 
which are annually introduced, particularly from the Cape of 
Good Hope« In one natural order (the £NSATi£ of Linnseus 
— lai D£s of luflieu) fuch additions have been made to our 

former

fiMrmcr flock as to render the nomenclature a mafs of con* 
fufion. No part^ of Europe contains fo copious a collefliort 
of thefe plants as the neighbourhood of London^ the botanical 
world have therefore fome right to expeft an elucidation of this 
fubjefl in our Magaziife, and the Editor thinks himfelf particu- 
larly fortunate in having met with fo able and liberal a coadju- 
tor in this difficult tafk. 

What has been already done will (hew how much is due to 
the induftry and ability of John Bellenden Gawler, Efq. 
with whofe afliftance we hope in a few numbers to complete fo 
hicid an arrangement of the principal part of this order, that no 
Botanift will hereafter find any difficulty in reducing the indi- 
viduals to their proper genera. 

The fame Artifls are employed in every department of the 
Work as in Mr. Curtis's time. This will, it is hoped, infure 
the fame excellence of execution, which is fuch that the figures 
in the Botanical Magazine, for elegance as well as correft. 
nefs, will in general fuffer nothing by a comparifon with the 
mofl expenfive botanical works, a fa£l loudly attefted by the 
circumlfance that a large proportion of the ornaments of our 
mofl expenfive porcelain and cabinet ware is copied from them. 
The Botanical Magazine will continue to be carried on as much 
as poffible on the fame plan as by Mr. Curtis himfelf. If fome- 
what more of critical difcuffion fhould have been introducedj^ 
our botanical friends will eafily perceive that the fubjefts de-» 
manded it, and whilfl the price is not thereby increased, it is 
not apprehended that any one will complain. 

For himfelf, the Editor folicits the indulgence of the learned 
Botanift, an indulgence b^feels to be more than ordinarily pecef-. 
fary ; for being engaged in a laborious and important profeffion^ 
and having ever made Botany his amufement, never a fcrious 
ftudy^ he has greater dependance upon the continued aflifl- 
ance of his more learned friends than upon the exertion of his 
own abilities. But, with this aid, he flatters himfelf that the Bo- 
unical Magazine will continue in every refped to deferve th^ 
public favour as well as it has heretofore done«

This plant is a native of New Holland^ and we believe was 
firft raifed in this country from feeds from Port Jackfon^ about 
the year 1783, by our much refpeded friend, the late Mn 
Cuff, of Teddington, a gentleman of great zeal and affiduity 
in cultivating plants and promoting the fcience of Botany, to 
whofe liberality the Brompton Botanic Garden is indebted for 
this and many other fcarce and beautiful plants. 

It fucceeds well in the greenhoufe, begins flowering about 
the month of May, and continues in bloflbm during the greateft 
part of the fummer. Is readily increafed by parting its roots 
in the fpring, and fliould be planted in pots filled with loam 
and peat earth. 

The Chevalier de la Marcr has given the name of Dia-^ 
nella nemorofa to the Dracaena enjifolia of LiNNiCus, with 
which this plant has confiderable affinity, but is certainly a 
diftind fpecies. The Dianella nemorofa of J acq u in, figured 
in his Hort. Schoenb. t. 94. appears to be different from both. 

We have adopted the name by which it is known in thofe 
colledions about town which poflefs it. — We hope to take 
another opportunity of faying fomething more on this genua 
as diAinguilhed from Drac^ena^

Wheti the Hortus Kewenfis of Mr. Ay ton was publifhed^ 
there were only five fpecies of Stapelia known in this country, 
andof thefe two had been newly introduced by Mr. Francis 
Masson. This laborious inveftigator of nature has fince 
defcribed and figured forty -one new fpecies, the flowers of 
many of which are extremely beautiful as well as Angular in 
their appearance. On carefully examining all thefe fpecies, as 
well as thofe before known, we cannot find that our plant in 
every refpeft exadly correfponds with any one of them. In 
the colour and (hape of the corolla, it agrees very well with 
the guttata^ but in this the flowers fit on longer peduncles, 
which arife from the bafe of the ftalk, the ftalks are undivided, 
and the tubercles are not hooked ; on which account we deem 
ourfelves juftified in confidering it as a new fpecies. 

The fpecimen from which our figure was taken, flowered 
in the colledion of £• D. Woodford, £fq. at Vauxhall, lalt 
fummer, who received it from the royal garden at Kew, 
into which this fpecies alfo was introduced by Mr. Francis 
Masson.

The Chironia baccifera already figured, afforded a fingular 
inftance of variation from the generic charafter in its feed 
veflel ; in the prefent fpecies we have as remarkable a one ir\ 
the antherae, which do not finally aflfume the fpiral appearance 
fo peculiarly charaQeriftic of the genus ; yet in all other re- 
fpefls it is a perfeft Chironiay and a very neat pretty green- 
houfe plant it is, occupying but little room, and enlivening 
the collection by its bloflbms, plentifully produced during 
moft of the year, and efpecially at the clofe of fummer ; it re- 
quires to be frequently renewed, which is eafily done, as it 
Ilrikes readily from cuttings; it requires alfo more warmth 
in the winter than moft greenhoufe plants, and as it is apt to 
go off in cold moift feafons, it will be prudent to keep a po( 
or two of it on the front fhelf of the ftove during fuch unfa- 
voarable weather. 

LiNNiEUs defcribes it as having an herbaceous ftem, and 
Mr. Ayton marks it as an herbaceous plant ; but furely it is 
not herbaceous, in the ftrid fenfe of the word, nor is it fo 
regarded by cultivators.

Having feen this Campanula cultivated in the Botanic Garden, 
both at Lambeth-Marfh and Brompton, for many years, during 
which time it has always preferved its diftinguifhing features. 
We cannot hefitate in conlidering it as a diftinft fpecies from 
the rotundifolia^ of which Linnaeus has made it only a variety. 
It is a plant of much humbler growth, the radical leaves are 
never reniform, are frequently continued a confiderable way 
up the ftem, and grows upon Ihorter footftalks, which are 
flattened, not filiform ; they likewife continue during the 
flowering, forming a mat, whereas thofe of the rotundifolia for 
the moft part difappear at this feafon. The cefpitofa of Sco- 
poLi is probably a variety of this. Jacquin having quoted 
Sch£Uchzer's Campanula, fig. 4. //. 4. as a fynonym of his 
fujilla, which appears very diffimilar to ours, makes it fomewhat 
uncertain whether his plant may be the fame, as he has not 
given us any figure ; on which account we adopt the name of 
pumila, by which it has been long known in the Botanic 
Garden; There is a white variety ; both forts bear a profu- 
fion of flowers, and are very ornamental, particularly fuited 
to adorn rock-work, being hardy perennials.

So many delirable points unite in this Aloe> that we are 
not to wonder at its being held in fuch very high efteem by 
all that have the leaft taUe for plants, efpecially thofe of the 
fucculent kind ; we frequently fee it nurfed up with great care 
by thofe who have only the convenience of a parlour window, 
and fucceed better with fuch than in the greenhoufes of many : 
it grows readily and blows freely but irregularly, during moft 
of the fummer months ; its foliage is beautiful both in its Form 
and markings, and its flowers are no lefs handfome ; it rarely 
exceeds a foot or a foot and a half in height, when in flower; 
is increafed by offsets, and requires the fame treatment as 
the Aloe tribe in general. 

Is a native of the Cape, and was cultivated here by Mr. 
Fairchild in 1720, Blair's Bol. Eff. ' 

Miller informs us, that he raifcd a variety of it from 
Cape feeds with broader and more fpreading leaves and a 
taller flowering fiem.

In fo extenfive a genus as the Lobelia, fo few of which 
have been accurately figured, or even fully defcribed, it is not 
10 be wondered at if fome confufion fhould prevail. This is 
efpeciaily the cafe among the fmaller fpecies. 

The pretty lively little plant which is here figured, flowered 
lad fummer in the Botanic Garden at Brompton, and in fome 
other colleftions about town ; the bright blue corolla diftinguilhes 
it at firft Gght from the pube/cens, which has white flowers ; we 
were, however, inclined to confider it only as a variety, but 
from a conGdcration of the defcription and figure, by Mr. 
Salisbury, \n his Icones planiarum rariorum, it feems to differ 
in many material points, and poffibly it may be the very plant 
that he has diflinguifhed from his alyjjifolia, Ccie pube/cens of the 
Kew Catalogue, under the name of Lobelia Erinoides ; but cer- 
tainly is not the erinoides of Linnaus, a fmaller, more delicate, 
trailing plant with flower-flalks fhorter than the leaves. It 
agrees fo well with the fpecific charafler of Lobelia Erinus, 
as given in the Mantija Plantarum, that we were once 
inclined fo to determine it ; but upon a careful examination of 
the fpecimens in Sir Joseph '&\hi^&'s Herbarium, it appears 
10 be certainly different from the one which is there marked, 
M having been compared with the Linnean Herbarium i nor 
does it appear perfedly to correfpond with any fpecimen in 
Sir Joseph's extenfive coileflion : we hope therefore to ftand 
excufed for having applied a new name and fpecific charaflcr. 
This we do always unwillingly, and never, when we can be: 
tolerably fatisfied that our plant is the fame that has been pre- 
lioufiv defcribed. 

It is an annual which readily perfects its feeds if brought 
forward by being Town in a hot-bed in the Spring, and treated 
the ^ffic as other tender annuals.

This beautiful {hrub is a native of the Cape of Good Hope» 
from whence it was introduced by the celebrated traveller 
whofe name it bears. It grows to the height of fix feet or more» 
is thickly divided into alterneite branches, finely clothed with 
large cordate and lobed pendulous leaves upon erefl footftalks^ 
making a very handfome appearance even in foliage, in which 
Hate it much refembles a fida ; its fine umbels of flowers are 
produced plentifully along the young branches oppofite the 
leaves, in the fame manner as in the common fpecies of Pe- 
largonium^ which it is very like in its inflorefcence, the flowers 
nodding before *they are expanded, and becoming ere3 as they 
approach maturity. The petals, which are of a fnowy white, 
remain but a ftiort time expanded, being foon refle6led with 
the calyx : this is white like the petals, but covered, as is the 
whole of the plant, the petals excepted, with fine hairs« The 
fingular nedaries, the chara£teri(lic 6f the genus, furround the 
filaments, which they fo nearly refemble, that a fuperficial ob- 
fcrver might readily confound them ; they are very numerous, 
are {horter than the purple filaments, of a yellow colour, to- 
rulofe, or nobbed, at the upper part : they have no anthers, 
though they have purple tips not unlike them. The whole 
plant abounds with a tafielefs mucilage*

The dcfcription of the Spahnannia in the Supplementum 
Plantarum, is in mod refpeds very accurate ; the petals are 
there faid to be yellow : whether the plant is fubjed to vary 
in colour, or that an error has arifen from the examination 
of dried fpecimens, we are not at prefent able to determine. 

It was firft introduced to the Royal Garden at Kew, from 
whence it has been diftributed to feveral coUedions about town, 
and though at prefent a fcarce plant, will not perhaps long re- 
main fo, being readily propagated by cuttings, if treated in the 
fame manner as fome of the more tender Pelargoniums. 

Our figure was drawn from a fpecimen which flowered in 
great perfeQion the laft month, at the Nurfery of Meflrs. 
Whitley and Co. at Old Brompton. Except at Kew, we 
have not heard of its having flowered elfewhere.

We have already figured in this work a fpecies of Lavatera, 
the trimejris, the two varieties of which, the white and red, 
may vie with any of our annuals in contributing to the gaiety 
of the flower borders ; the prcfent fpecies is a hardy perennial, 
and when it grows in perfection, produces (lowers equally 
large. 

Though cultivated by Mr. Sherard in the year 1732, it is 
rarely met with in any of our colleflions ; yet as an orna- 
mental plant, it is certainly deferving of culture, efpecially by 
thofc who have large gardens, and who aim at great variety. 

It is a native of Thuringia, as its name imports, and various 
parts of the North of Europe ; flowers from July to September, 
and ripens its feeds in Autumn, by which the plant is eafily 
raifed, or it may be increafed by parting its roots. 

In the Hortus Kewenjis it is by miftake marked as a fhrub. 

The bafc of the divifion of each petal is fingularly puckered, 
a charafter which authors do not appear to have fuffici^ntly 
noticed.

This fpecies, although introduced fince the publication of 
Aiton's Horius Ke^venjis^ is now very common, being a quick 
grower, and very eafily propagated by cuttings. It is generally 
known in the gardens by the trivial name oi piperiium^ and our 
gardeners ufually underftand by iomeniojHm a very different and 
amore rare and tender kind, the blattarium of J acqu in, figured 
under the name of Geranium tomeniojum^ by Mr. Andrews, in 
his Botanift's Repofitory, pi. 115; but as our plant has been long 
ago defcribed and figured by J acqu in, in his hones planiarum 
rariorum^ who has called it Pelargonium iomentojum^ and the 
fame has been adopted by Willdenow, in his.new edition of 
ihe Species Planiarum / it is become neceffary to correft the 
vulgar appellation, in order to adhere to a name under which 
it has been already publifhed.

The Philadelphian Lily was firft cultivated in this country 
by Mr. Philip Miller, in the year 1757, who received 
roots of it from Mr. John Bartr am of Philadelphia, its firft 
difcoverer. Its bulbs are fmall, white, and fcaly, and pro- 
duce each a fingle ftem, fomewhat more than a foot high, 
bearing at the fummit two flowers, and clothed with a few 
whorls of entire lanceolate leaves, which in our fpecimen were 
longer and more reflexed than as defcribed and figured by 
Mr. Miller. 

It flowers in July, but produces no ripe feed in this 
country. ' 

The fame treatment is proper for this Lily as for the 
Lilium Catejhiei, figured in the Botanical Magazine, pi. 259. 

Miller fays, that both thefe are lefs hardy than fome of 
ihc other forts, and ought therefore to be.protefled in very 
fevcre winters by covering the beds with old tan or coal- 
aihes, to preferve them from the froft, and in the fpring this 
covering may be removed before the bulbs fhoot up.

The Orobus vernus 'u^ hardy perennial, a native of Switzer- 
land and Germany, growing to about the height of a foot, or 
a foot and a hair, and producing numerous fbewy flowers in 
Ipikes, at firft of a bright purpie colour, afterwards blue, fre- 
duently, but not in all (ituations, fucceeded by feed-velfels» 
jparingly produflive of feeds ; the fertility of ihe plant in this 
refpe3 depends as much on the favourablenefs of the Teafon 
u on foil and liluation; for the cold Eallerly winds which 
frequently prevail in April, when this plant is in btofTom, not 
only mar its beauty, but render it unfruitful j hence it is often 
neceflary on thefe occalions, to cover it with a hand-glafs if 
growing in theopcn border, or to remove it into the green- 
houfe if kept in a pot; but by gentle forcing we guard 
againft all accidents of weather, and may thus poflefs it in the 
greatefi perfe£iion.

In this very numerous family, in which even the limits of 
the genus are as yet far from being well afcertained, there is 
often great difficulty 10 tracing out the fynonyms of preceding 
authors. In this inftance we acknowledge ourfelves entirely 
indebted to John B£llbno£N Gawler, Efq. from whofe 
labours we may foon expe6l to fee this difficult fubjed elu« 
cidatedy as he is about to publiih a new arrangement of the 
natural order of £nfat«.

This very flicwy Ixia, the brilliancy of whofe flowers ii is 
impoffible to imitate by art» is a native of the Cape, and has 
been of late years frequently imported from Holland by the 
name of Ixia kermefina; but was, as we are informed by 
Mr, A I TON, firft introduced into this country by the laic 
Dr. William Pitcairn' in the year 1779. 

It varies much in the breadth and length of the fcgments of 
the limb, and in colour from a deep crimfon to a light Ver- 
million; in the length an4 breadth of the leaves, which are 
fometimes nearly lanceolate, at others linear-enfiform, fome- 
times nearly equal to the ftem, fometimes not half the length. 
Some varieties have, as in our figure, a fmall greenifh ftar 
at the bafe, in others the colour is uniform. All are fcenilefs 
and flower nearly at the fame time. It varies alfo much 
in the number of flowers, and the fcape is fometimes firaple, 
at others a little branched.

The IxxA fiftulofa of the Botanift's repofitory having been 
already figured by Jacquin, and called radiata^ ought to 
retain that name * ; we therefore feet ourfelves at liberty to 
adopt this^ although for a very different plant. We have 
rather ranked it with Ixia than Gladiolus, becaufe of the 
near affinity it bears to the \x\\ Jpicata and plantaginea of 
WiLLDENow, which is fo great as to require feeing them all 
in a living date to determine whether the three are really 
diflinft or merely varieties of each other. It agrees too with 
the charaQer of this genus in the regularity of the corolla, 
and in not having the filaments and ftyle Dent down as in 
Gladiolus. 

It grows from a fmall round bulb, which is covered with a 
brown fibrous coat; the leaves are perfedly fmooth, round,

inflated^ larger towards the end» very obtu(e» with a fmail 
foft pointy or mucro ; the fcape is a great way enclofed in the 
iheathing leaves^ the (lowering part only being protruded, 
which generally bends, down and then rifes as in the figure. 
The flowers form an imbricated diftich fpike, are without fcent, 
and arife from a fpathe of three valves^ In the lower part of 
the fpike, and fometimes for the whole length, no flowers arc 
produced, but a fmall bulb is contained in the outer valve 
of the fpathe, of the fize and form of a grain of oat, which 
Jacquin confidered as an abortient flower enclofed in the 
internal valves of the fpathe ; but Mr. Gawler having 
planted thefe bodies they all grew, which proves them to 
be real bulbs.

The Ixi A fiftuhfa is a native of the Cape of Good-Hope, 
and that from which our figure was drawn was imported from 
thence by Ed. Woodford, Efq. in whofe colleftion it 
flowered in June i8oo. It has been alfo imported by Mr. 
Grimwood, Nurferyman, at Brompton ; and the fpecimen 
preferved in the Herbarium of Sir Joseph Banks, marked 
Ixi K teretifolia^ flowered at Mr. Malcolm's, at Stockwell, 
in 1791. 

It feems to be rather fhy of flowering, being apt to produce 
bulbs inflead of flowers ; by thefe, however, as the experiment 
of Mr. Gawler Ihews^ it may be readily propagated.

For this hitherto undefcribed fpecies of Pelargonium we 
are indcfbted to Mr. Alderman Hibbert, in whoFe garden at 
Clapham-Common the choiceft gifts of Flora are cultivated 
OD a moft magnificent fcale. Not lefs with a view to the 
promotion of the fcience of Botany, than the gratiBcation of 
his own tafte and the infunng a fupply of rare plants, thii 
gentleman was induced, at his own expence, to fend a collefior 
to the Cape of Good Hope, who, amongft many others, fent 
home this beautiful one, which flowered in the ftove at Clapham 
in April laft« It is particularly diftinguifhed from all its con- 
geners by the winged footftalks; thefe wings are of a more 
firm and rigid texture than the reft of the leaf, and as this 
periihes they change to a brown colour, become more ereft, 
and, like, a bunch of fmall holly leaves, prote61 the crown of 
the root from being browfed, a circumftance we learned from 
the examination of a dried fpecimen fent by Mr. Mas^on, 
and preferved in the Herbarium of Sir Joseph Banks*

The whole plant is hairy and fmells fligfatly of Tanfy* 

It has only five fertile ftamens, as is, we believe, ccvtnraon 
to mofty if not all, the turnip and tuberous-rooted fpecies^ 
Thefe likewife differ from the caulefcent fpecies» in that the 
flower-buds do not nod, but rife out of the involucrum erefk 
before they open. Its feed-veflels are defleQed. It is a ufual 
circumftance with rooft of the genus to have a joint at the 
bafe of the proper flower-ftalk more remarkable in fome 
fpecies than in others. We were at firft much ftruck with 
obferving this joint in our plant to be fituated from one-third 
to nearly half the fpace between the bafe and the flower ; but 
in the native fpecimen we find this is not the cafe, and are 
therefore inclined to impute it to the heat of the ftove. In 
the fame collection we perceived another Pelargonium, in 
many refpe£is refembling this, with white flowers, but whether 
it be a diftin6l fpecies or merely a variety we cannot at 
prefent determine^

It is rather furprifing that this Antirrhinum, the mod 
fliewy perhaps of the whole genus, though apparently neither 
particularly tender nor difficult of propagation, (hould be aU 
mod unknown in this country*; notwithftanding it was cultivated 
by Profeflbr Herman, in the Botanic Garden at Leyden, more 
than a century fince* The Profeflbr remarks, that it has a 
creeping root, by which it diflufes itfelf widely, and puts forth 
frefli flioots every year, by which we may underftand, that it is 
fufficiently hardy to bear the Dutch winters ; he tells us alfo, 
that it grows to the height of a man. Kept in a pot and ^teated

as a greenboufe plant, it rifes with feveral Hems, three ot four 
feet in length, and continues to (lower during great part of. the 
Summery but produces no feed. The leaves grow in whork of 
three, four, or five, but generally three at the upper part. The 
flowers conftantiy grow by threes upon ereft peduncles, to 
which they are attached nearly horizontally with their mouths 
turned towards one another, fo as to form a ftriking referoblance 
to three birds, from whence the name of iriornithopborum, or 
ibreeMrd'bearing. It has been for fome years cultivated in the 
Royal Garden at Kew, but we do not know of its having yet 
found its way into any other colle3ion except that of Edward 
Woodford, £fq. at Vauxhall, from whence our drawing was 
made. It is a native of North-America, and of Portugal ; 
and from what is remarked above, might probably be better 
treated as a hardy herbaceous perennial. It may be increafed 
by cuttings or parting the roots.

In die temperate regions of North-America this tree is much 
^ken of for its beauty» rifing from ten to twenty feet in height^ 
^Keabie in icsfoiiage» and covered in the Spring and early part 
of the Summer with a profufion of white or fometimes rofe* 
coloured flowers ; nor does it want beauty even in the gloomy 
nomhs of Winter, from the quantity of red berries which it 
kars, and which at that feafon afford fuftenance to the fined 
wrblcr of the woods of America, th^ celebrated mocking bird 
(Tardus Orpheus) emphatically called in the Indian language^ 
the Hundred-Tongued Bird. 

The flowers, which are not really fuch, but are in fa£l an 
fiivolucrum, in the bofom of which lie the.fmall and, in appear- 
ance, infignificant flowers, begin to come out before the leaves ; 
Has they expand or rather increafe flowly (for Catesby 
fclU us, that they are fully formed when they firft come out 
>o( larger than a (ixpence, but increafe gradually in fize to 
Ae breadth of the hand) the tree is in perfed foliage before 
4cy arrive at their full growth; The leaves of the involucrum 
^Id hardly have been called obcordate had Linn^fus bad 
^ opportunity of feeing them in a living Rate ; they ap- 
froach to this fliape by an indentation at the very point of the 
bf, as if the four points had been nipped together whilft in 
^bud, a form which the flcill of our draughtfman has enabled 
^ni to exprefs far better than has been done by any preceding

It is a tree of flow growth, and m £arop^ has, w6 beh'evtf, 
rarely arrived to any very confiderable fize. That which af- 
for<ied tht fuhjed of our preicnt figure U, periiaps, almoft tlie 
only one in this country that can be faid nearly to rival thofe 
of its native foil. It grows iti the Dulce of MAtiLBORoucn's 
garden at Sio(i*Hill, is about fixteen feet biah, and fpreads at 
lead eighteen, has a ftraight trunk about fix Feet in length 
X before it branches, meafuring two feet in circumference a 
yard from the ground ; the bark much refembles an elm oi 
the fame fize. This beautiful tree has flowered freely for 
many years pad, but unfortunately produces no fruit. Its age 
is unknown^ but as we have evidence of its being cultivated 
at Chelfea by Miller, in 1739» it is probable that its origin 
may not be of much later date. We are much obliged to 
Mr. Whitman, his Grace's Gardener, for (ending us notice 
of this tree, and favouring us with (pecimens and with the 
above dimenfions.

Jacquin having defcribed this Zinnia in his CoUeflanea^ 
and publiflied a figure of it in his Icones before that of Ca- 
VANiLLES, his name of Zinnia elegans has the right of 
friorityi and we of courfe adopt it. 

It is a native of Mexico, and, being a tender annual, can 
only be raifed from feeds, which fliould be fown in the Spring 
on a hot-bed, and by the latter-end of May fhould be fet 
abroad in large pots, or rhay be planted out in the open 
border, where from its fize and the beauty of its flowers, it 
will continue to make a confpicuous figure till deflroyed by 
the froft.

As this fpecies has- been feme years known in the Englifli 
gardens under the name of Ph lox ovata^ and correfponds with 
the fpecimen preferved under the fame appellation in Sir 
Joseph Banks's Herbarium^ we do not hefitate to continue 
it, at load till we (hall be certain that the Linnean ovaia is 
really a different plant, although it hardly feems probable that 
culture (hould make fuch a change as to convert a naturally 
folitary Qowcr into fo large a panicle. 

The leaves of the ftalk vary very much in breadth, and are 
fometimes lanceolate rather than oVaie; but the radical leaves, 
cfpecially thofe of the young (hoots which arc puUied out from 
the root after the plant has done flowering, always preferve 
their charafter. The flowers nod on their firlt coming out. 
The whole plant is perfeftly fmooth. 

It is a native of North-America, and, though generally 
confidered as a greenhoufe plant, appears to be a hardy 
herbaceous perennial, and we obferved, that when treated as 
fuch at Meffrs. Whitley's and Co. where it is planted in the 
open border in a foil confifting chiefly of a fandy loam, it 
thrives better than under any other management, the roots 
fending forth very vigorous (hoots at a confidcrable diftance 
from the parent plant. 

Our drawing was made fome years ago from a fpecimen 
which flowered in the Botanic Garden at Brompton, fincc 
which time it is become much more common. It may be 
cflecmed one of the bandfomeft of the genus ; is eafily pro- 
pagated by parting the roots, thrives bcft in /a fandy loam, and 
although fufficiently harc^y to refifl: the cold of our ordinary 
winters, it may be fafefl to give feme pots of it rhc fhchcr of 
a greenboufe or gf a. melon frame.

It is fingular, that of this very numerous genus, of which 
eighty-five fpecies are enumerated by Wjlldenow, not on6 
fliould be found in the Kew Catalogue, Several of them have 
been introduced of late years ; but, of all that we have feen» 
this is the handfomeft, and is otherwife interefting, as being 
the one fif>m which the name of the genus was framed by 
Profeflbr Burman. This fignifies black mouth, a name given 
to it by the vulgar, from its efie6t on the mouths of the chiU 
dren who ate of the fi uit, which is filled with a black pulp. 
Being a native of Ceylon and other parts of the £aft- Indies, 
it mufl with us, always require to be kept in a ftove, where it 
forms a handfome fhrub.

The Atragene alpina from Siberia and that from Aufltrta, 
if not diftind fpecies, are certainly permanent varieties. Our 
plant is undoubtedly the Auftrian kind, and was firft introduced 
to this country by Mr. Loddiges, Nurferyman at Hackney^ 
who raifed it from feeds fent from Crane above fourteen years 
ago, and in his garden it has flowered freely for feveral years 
paft, as alfo in fome others to which it has been extended. 
Our figure vas taken this Summer from a plant in the poITeifion 
of Mrs. Wright. 

The above fynonyms appear to us to belong to this variety, 
although it is pofTible they may refer to more than one fort, as 
the authors do not in every refpeft agree.

It branches from the very bottom into feveral flender ftalks 
feveral Feet in length, which' entwine round one another and 
whatever fupport comes in their >Yay, where they are bcW fall 
by the footftalks of the leaves, which, after thefe decay, become 
woody, and continue to perform the office of clafpers. The 
ftalks are truly farmentous, the internodes being perfeftly 
•naked. At equal diftances of ^boui four inches, the leaves and 
flowers fpring from the fame bud. Thefe gemmae are gene- 
rally oppofite, confift of feveral imbricated perfiftent fquamae, 
the centre ones larger, membranous, and of a brown colour. 
It may be confidered as an involucrum, from the bofom of 
which grow ufually two petioles and a peduncle bearing a fo- 
litary nodding flower. The petioles are an inch and half long, 
fmooth, or, if examined with a lens, flightly pubefcent, and 
divide into three branches, of which the centre one is the 
longeft, each bearing a ternatc leaf. The leaflets, as in mod 
of the genus, are fubjeft to vary confiderably in fliape, but in 
general the three terminal ones are di(ltn£t, ovate, acute, and 
more or lefs deeply ferrated, the lateral leaflets frequently run 
all three into one ; all are fmooth, but veiny on the under 
fide. The peduncle is longer than the leaves and ftraight, 
bearing the flower nodding and the feeds ered. In the axillae 
of the petioles the new gemmae are formed. By this arrange- 
ment, and the perGIlent petioles, the old knots become very 
large and intricate. The outer corolla confifts of four large 
petals of a fine blue colour with a white edge, are ovate, acute, 
and covered on the outfide, efpecially at the margins, with a 
fine down. The inner petals are in fa£t nothing more than 
enlarged barren filaments; and therefore the feparatioh of 
this genus from Clematis, appears to us, in this inftance a^ 
leaft, to be neither natural nor neceflary. The plume of the 
feed is a bufhy tail of long white hairs, but is neither fecund, 
as reprefented in Jacquin's figure, nor dillich, as defcribed 

by WiLLDENOW. 

It is propagated by feeds only, at leaft the experienced 
cultivator who introduced it, has not yet been able to fucceed 
by any other mode. Is perfedly hardy» bearing the feverefl 
frods of our climate without injury.^

This fpecies of Iris, readily diftinguifhed from every other 
by its quadrangular leaves, is more remarkable for the fingu« 
larity than for the beauty of its flowers ; yet, to fome minds 
not apt to be caught by gaudy attire, thefe fombre tints have 
their charms* In this refpeft it ftrongly contrafts with our 
next figure. 

It is a native of the Levant, and with refpeft to the cold of 
our climate is perfe£Uy hardy, flowers beft, according to 
Miller, in an eaftem afped, and if the foil be light it will 
be proper to put fome rubbifli at the bottom to prevent the 
roots defcending too deep, in which cafe they feldom produce 
flowers. 

It bloflbms in April or Ma^, rarely produces feed with us» 
but is eafily propagated by oflsets from the roots, which may 
be taken up when the leaves decay, but flxould not be kept 
long out of the ground*.

Of all the above auihors, no one had feen the living plant 
except HiXNANDEz, wbo was fent to Mexico as a Phyfician. 
by Philip II. King of Spain; and his figure, though only a 
fnalt wooden cut, it more botatiically corred than any of the 
•ibers, not excepting that of Cavahijllm. We are iofonned 



by him that it grew wildabmit Mexico, and was much cuUn 
vated for its exceffive beauty and for the medicinal virtues of 
its root J being, as he terms it, ** a frigefacient in FeV^ps, and 
" alfo a promoter of fecundity in women." Both Hernandez 
and M. De Branciom, from whom Lob el derived his know- 
ledge of the plant, obferve that the root is efculent. All the 
other old authors appear to have borrowed what they have 
faid from thefe two fources, except perhaps De Bry, who 
fays he received it (probably meaning the drawing) from 
Caspar Bauhin. The Author of- this figure, though it was 
publiftied before the Rome edition of the Mexican hiltory, ap- 
pears to have hiid accefs tb the df*awiT^g of IIernandez, as 
the form of the flower is the fame, only four roots are crowded 
together. The more modern auihora ifeem to have made their 
delcripiions and figures from no other authority except a 
dried fpecimenin the pofTeflioaof Jussieu.^ Thatof Mutis, 
cited by the younger LiNNitus, we. have notfecn, and hd» 
not, we believe, been as yet publiflied. 

For the polFellion of this fuperb flower, this country, and 
perhaps Europe, is indebted to Ellis Hodgson, Efq. of 
Everton, near Liverpool, with whom it flcSWered and produced 
ripe feeds about five years ago. f>om this gentleman, feeds 
were communicated to Melfrs. Grimwood and Wyk.es, 
and by them it has been difperfed among other Nurferymen^ 
There is little fear but that it will foon become very common, 
as it flowers freely, produces feeds in abundance, and may be 
likewife increafed by offsets from the roots. It has no fcent, 
l)ut in fplendid beauty it appears to us, at lead when ailifted 
by rarity and Angularity, to furpafs every competitor; we 
lament that this too affords our fair countrywomen another 
lefl()n, how extremely fugacious is this lovclihers of form ; 
born to difplay its gIoi|^ but for a few hours, it literally 
melts away. 

By the alteration made by Willdenow in the generic 
charaflerof Flrraria, this may be included; but the trivial 
name oi pavojuiiy injudicioufly adopted from a fuppofed re^ 
femblance to the Iris favonia^ figured by Jacquin (not the 
Iris pavonia of the Botanical Magazine) is totally inadmiffibic, 
the colours being in no refpeft fimilar to thofe of the peacock ; 
we have, therefore, as nearly as could be done in one wordj^ 
rcftored the original name. We have an additional naoiive to 
do fo from the confideration, that (bould it be hercafLwr thought 
neceflary to make it a diltin^t gei^us from FERaARiA, th^ 
name of Ticridia, already applied by Jus&ity, woulfi utk*

Desc. Roof^ a tunicated bulb, producing from one to four 
fiems about a foot and half high^ fomewhat flexuofe^ rounds 
jointed, fmooth, bearing at each joint a plicated oblong-lanceo- * 
late leaf from a fheathing petiole the length of the internode^ 
and at the fummit an involucrum, apparently confiding of two 
lanceolate, ancipital, conduplicate, nearly equal valves, of 
vhich the exterior is in fad the common fpathe or involucre^

pafles. Stigmas^ three, filiform, bifid. Capfule, oblong, obtufely 
trigonal, three-celled. Seeds^ in double rows in each cell and 
round. 

It is a native of Mexico and Peru, is properly a greenhoufc 
plant, and fucceeds beft in light mould. Seedlings will flower 
tbe fecond year. It is beft to take up the bulbs the lattcr- 
cnd of September or Oftober, and to keep them out of the 
ground till the Spring*.

The name of Waifonia was firft given by Miller, in ho- 
nour of our friend, the late Sir William Watson, and was 
adopted by JussiF.p in that Invaluable work his Genera plan^ 
farum^ and will be found to form a very natural genus, fufficiently 
diftinS from Antholyza. This very elegant fpecies, which doe& 
not appear to have been noticed by Willdenow, is readily 
diRinguifhed from every other by the diftinft form of the corol- 
la, which ftrongly refembles fome fpccies o? Aleinsy Lacbenalia, 
and Aloe. The alternate fegments are interior ; the bulb is com- 
prefled and tunicated. It is very fubjeQ to vary, having in one 
inttance a (ingle fcape Ux or eight inches high, with three or 
fourdiftant, fdmetimes one-ranked, flowers ; in another, a three 
or four-branched ftem two feet high, with a terminal fpike of 
from twenty to thirty clofely imbricated diftich flowers, and 
a^refled fpikelets in proportion. The fame bulb will one 
year produce pale pink, the next deep crimfon, and the follow-^ 
itig variegated or ftriped corollas^ as in the figure^ always 
(ceAtlefs. One of chefe varieties has been already figured in 

' the 



the Botanical Magazine, under the name of ANTitoLVx \ mt* 
ridnella^ vid. pi. 441. but the real Anthol\za merianclla oi 
LiNNvtus, or Gladiolus merianel/us of Tuunberg, is a 
different plant, having pubefcent leaves,- fcw^r in number, 
nearly flieathing the whole {lem, flowers differently formed, with 
larger and rounder fegmeius, (ligmas entire and complicate; Sind 
is in fatl a Giddiolus nearly allied to GladioliJs hirfutus by 
leaf, and to Gladiolus IVat/onius by the tubular throat. 

As there is a fpccimen of our plant preferved in Sir Joseph 
Banks's Herbarium from Kew-Garden, under the name of 
Antholyza merianella, it is not improbable that this cir- 
cumftance led Mr. Curtis into an error, which is no dif- 
paragement to his judgment ; for fuch is the confufion pre- 
vailing with rcfpcft to thefe plants, that the mod learned 
Botanids acknowledge their inability to determine many of 
them. This confufion has partly arifen from the difficulty of 
the fubjeft itfelf> owing to the great number of new fpecies 
that have been introduced, which were unknown to Linnaeus 
or defcribcd by him from dried fpecimens only, and to the 
pronenefs of thefe plants to vary ; but more elpecially from 
the careleffnefs of authors, (!|uoting falfe fynonyms, in the firft 
indancej and heaping blunder upon blunder by copying each 
other's errors, without fufliciently fcrutimzing the defcriptions. 
IThe fear of adding to this confufion has frequently deterred us 
from prefenting oilr readers with more of this beautiful tribe, 
and but for the afliftance of Mr. Gawler, who with infinite 
labour and fkill, has been able to make out all LinnjCus's 
and even Thus berg's fpecies, we fliould have been tempted 
to have pafTed thdm by in defpair. 

The defcripiion of Thunberg above quoted is excellent 
when applied to our plant, but how he came to miflake it for 
LiNNitus's AsTiioLyz\ tneriana is not for us to unravel* 

ifACQuiN has given a good figure of one of the varieties, but 
^as crroneoufly defcribed it as having a three-valvcd fpathe t 
had he known that it had been already defcribed by Burman, 
he would of courfe have adopted his name of aletroides^ which 
poffeffing the right of priority, as well as being more defcrip« 
tive, we confider it a mere aft of juftice to reftore. 

Our figure was taken this Summer from a plant which 
flowered at MefiVs. Grimwood and Wykes's, Kenfington. 
It is of much later introduftion than the date affigned to 
Antholvza mcrianella in Hort. Kew. which rcfted upon the 
fiippofition of 'its being the fimie with Watson i a bumi/is of 
Miller, which it is not. The fpecimen above mentioned in 
Sir Joseph Banks's Herbarium bears the date of 1778, 
-which may perhaps be Confidered as nearly that of iu firft 
introduftion into this country.

This tree, being a native of North -America, ^s perfcftly 
hardy, and will grow to a very great height if properly f\ip- 
ported; but, as a climber, is not able to fupport itfelf. 
The large cordate leaves, which are of a fine dark green, make 
a very handfome appearance, and if the branches were trained 
over an arbour or trellis- work, for which purpofe the plant 
fcems peculiarly adapted, would form a canopy impenetrable 
io che rays of the fun, or moderate rain. 

The fineft tree of this fort we remember to have feen, 

in the garden of the late Dr. Pitcairn, at Iflington, 
in the poflefGon of Mr. Wilson, where it is planted 
againft tlic front of the greenhoufe, to the top of which it 
afcends, znA clothes the pier from bottom to top in a very 
beautiful manner. The flowers are curioufly formed, but, 
being concealed below the leaves, are not confpicuous* 
The root and bark have an aromatic flavour. It was firft fent 
over to this country by Mr. John Bartram, of Philadelphia^ 
about the year 1763*. 

It rarely ripens its feeds with us, but may be propagated by 
fuckers.

This very fingular fpecies of Violet may be confidered as 
ftill very rare in this country, although cultivated fo long ago 
as the year 1739> by Phil. Miller, in the Botanic Garden 
at Chelfea, It is a native of Virginia, and bears the winters 
of our climate very well. It has no fweet fccnt to recommend 
it, and is therefore not likely to be in great requeft, but by 
fach as are curious in coUefting rare plants.

The flower of this very diftinft fpecies of Stapelia has a 
highly offenfive fmell, appearing to us, although we are not 
certain that the eye might not impofe on the imagination, to 
approach to the ftink of a putrid ftar-B(h, as well as to re- 
femble it in form. The fpecific charafter given by Willde- 
Now is not fo accurate as that of Masson. In many 
refpefts it agrees with hirfuta^ but differs in the fhape of the 
corolla, in the want of hairs in the centre of the flower, and 
in the colours, which, though nearly the fame, are reverfed, 
the ground of the petal in the birfuta being a pale yellow, and 
the tranfverfe veins a dull purple. 

We are obliged to Mr. Loddiges, of Hackney, for the 
fpecimen from which our drawing was made, who imported it 
from the Cape of Good Hope, as he did likewife the one we 
before publifhed, from Mr. Woodford's colleftion, under 
the name of Stapelia lentiginofa^ and which we by miflake 
derived from the Royal Garden at Kew. All the Stapeliae are 
proper inhabitants of the dry ftove, but fucceed very well in 
the bark ftove when placed on a fliblf very near the window.

The length of the tube, relative to the faux, is the perma- 
nent fpecific diftinftion ; for although Jacquin defcribes the 
fegments, tube, and faux, as of equal length, his own figure 
iliews his miftake. As fome authors fpeak of thefe flowers 
having a double tube, it may not be amifs to mention here, 
that,' in Mr. Gawler's defcriptions, that part only to which 
the filaments are joined, is called tube, where thefe become 
free the faux begins, and extends to the bafe of the fegments 
of the limb. 

Our figure was drawn laft July from a plant at Meffrs. 
Grimwooo and Wykes's, who imported it fome time fince 
from the Cape.

This is not the Gladiolus undulatus of X^iNN^eus, as any 
one may be fatisfied who will attend to the obfervations on this 
and Gladiolus tecurvus in the Mantiifa, where the tube is 
defcribed to be (iUfprm^ lax» and pendulous ; the fegments of 
the corolla fomewhat equal and acuminate ; the item a foot 
and half high. This defcription, which, by no means applies 
to our plant, correfponds very well with Gladiolus cu/pidatus 
of Jacquin, the fegments of which are alfo more decidedly 
and conftantly undulated. However, as it has been already 
three times figured, and is known to Botanifts in general by the 
prefent title, which agrees well enough with it, as does the 
name of cufpidaius with the real undulatus^ we retain it, as 
moft likely to prevent confufion.

Perhaps it may be the plant firft defcribed by Limn^eus in the 
Mantiffa, by the name of Ixia maculata ^ but as that is faid tQ 
differ from Ixia ereiJa only in having a flain at the bafis oP 
the corolla, we referve this name for the fpecies anfwering 
bed to this defcctption, efpeciaily as we cannot trace«^our plane 
in any one of the thirty-eight varieties of maatlata figured in 
Hbrtus^ Sdioenbrunnenfis, among which fe\ierar diftin& fpitciis{ 
appear to us to hav£ been blended. 

Mr. S A Li^B D R Y gave it the name of cankuy from the above- 
mentioned peculiar appearance of the flower when cl^ftd.; 
BrpfeOpr Martha, as we judge by his calling the colour a deep i 
red, did noi underftand the fpecies this, author was defcribing^ 
being mifled probably by the word: miniata, as we confcfs/oux- 
felves to have been, when we propofed this as. a' doubtful 
fynonym of Ixia ftf^^wj. . I 

It was cultivated from Cape feeds, by Mi^ljer, in 1757; 
but his figaw is full of botanical erxor^.. 

Our acquaintance with that portion of tbe vcgejtaWc king- 
dom include4i in JussiEu's natural order of Irides (the Etfktjgl 
of LiNNAUs) has of late advanced "with ra|ud* (brid^, and 
new febjeft^ conowuaily. offering theurfelvefi for. propftr ai^. 
rangement, the neceflity of a reform .in the prefcnt ooBftituent 
genera of this order is felt by every Botanift.

flandard, and thinks it beft for the prefent only to divide it 
mo feveral fedions, diftinguiflied from each other by charac- 
teriftical marks^ with notices of fuch as appear to him moft 
likely to become the foundations of futufe feparate genera. 
With thefe obfervations we hope foon to have an opportunity 
of treating our botanical readers. In the mean time^ there is 
one divifion» the fpecies compofing which are at prefent dif- 
perfed in the three genera of Ixia, Gladiolus, and 
Antholyza^ fo very diftinft at firft fight from the reft> by 
their fmooth flieathing petioles, terminated in general by a 
plicate and villofe leaf, with their bulbs (ituated unufually deep 
in the earth, that Mr. Gawler has with the greateft pro-^ 
priety united thefe into a feparate genus, with the name of 
Bab I AN A. They are called by the Dutch at the Cape, Ba^ 
hianer, from the circumftance of their bulbs being a favourite 
food of the baboons. This genus will contain, befides fe- 
veral hitherto undefcribed fpecies, Ixia villo/a^ Hort. Kew.

IxiA, Gladiolus, Antholyza, Watsonia, and Ba- 
II AN A, all require a fimilar treatment ; that is, merely to be 
kept from being frozen, or too much chilled, as they frequently 
are in a pit, in a roomy light greenhoufe, into which plenty of 
air can be admitted, and to be planted in fmallifli pots with 
ibe black mould taken from the furface of heaths, well rotted 
and thoroughly mixed with a fmall quantity of loam. No ar- 
tiBcial heat muft be ufed, except in very hard weather. Little 
water muft be given in the Winter for fear of rotting the 
bulbs, but abundance in the Spring and Summer. Upon the 
decay of the leaves the bulbs (hould be taken up, carefully 
dried, and replanted in September or Odober.

This is certainly the Mesembryanthemum pomeridianum 
of Li NNiE us, both accurately defcribed and figured by the 
younger Linnvcus* The Mesembryanthemum beliantboides 
of the Kew Catalogue we (hould be tempted to put down as a 
mere variety of this ; but obferving that both forts were intro- 
duced by Mr. Masson from the Cape the fame year, we are 
unwilling to fuppofe that, in fo accurate a work, two fpecies 
Ihould be made of one when both could be compared together. 

It has ufually twelve ftigmas and as many cells in the cap- 
fule ; the peduncles and bafe of the calyx are always hairy ; 
the fegments of the calyx irregular, three of them flat and 
ufually longer than the petals, and two rounded in the middle 
with membranaceous appendages at the bafe. 

It is a tender annual ; but if raifed in a hot bed in April or 
May, the young plants nfiay be fet out in the open border by 
the middle of June, where they will thrive much better than 
vhen confined in a pot. They produce a great number of 
flowers, which when expanded, as they always are in the 
afternoon if the fun fhine, are very fliewy ; and as they feed 
freely, they arc eafily propagated.

It varies with violet, white, blueifli, purple, and ftripcd 
flowers, alfo with flowers white on the infide and purple 
without, with a fl:ar at the bafe. This laflisthe Sisyrinchium 
of CoMMELiN, above quoted, and being much taller, with 
longer flenderer leaves, may be a diftinft fpecies ; but this with 
grandiflora, bulbifera^ and what is, perhaps, a variety of this, 
lacera of the Linnean Herbarium, are fo nearly allied, that it 
is difficult to define their differences. All of them are fcentlefs» 

This being the Ixia arijiata of Hort. Kew. it was dcfirable 
to have retained a name cilabliOied upon fuch authority ; but 
as it was fo called, under the fuppofition of being the arijiata 
of Thukberg, which it is not^ we fliould by fo doing, ooly 
perpetuate a miftake; and when we come to give a figure of 
the true arijiata of Thunberg, as we hope to do, we Diould 
be obliged to find a new name for that; and thus increafe 
the confufion we wi(h to difpcl; we feel ourfelves, therefore, 
at liberty to adopt one of the names by which it has been 
already defcribed: the one we have chofen has the right of 
priority, and is at the fame time fufiiciently charafteriflic. 
De La Roche publiflied his defcription of it at Leydcn in 
1766, and it has been fince figured under the name of Ixia 
grandifloray by Houttuyn, in two works* 

The Ixia arijiata of Thunberg has a reticulated bulb, 
linear five-nerved leaves, with a prominient mid-rib and 
thickened margin ; from five to nine flowers of a pale fleOi 
colour, one-ranked, on a riachis fcarcely fletuofe \ fpathe fub- 
membranous, awn-toothed (not torn). Vide Tbunb* Dijf. 

Our plant is the purple variety of Thunb erg's Ixia buU 
hifera (a) but his yellow variety [y) which is now deemed a 
difl:in6t fpecies, is more conftantly and confpicuoufly bulbi- 
ferous, having frequently feveral bulbs at the joint of the 
ftem as well as in the axils of the lower leaves ; for this, 
therefore, the trivial name o{ bnUifera is properly refcrved.

This is certainly Linn at; s's' plant, and received its trivial 
nanne from a fiippofed refembtance to Scilla asnana, a pro^ 
that he defcribed from a dried fubjed, in which flate it cer- 
tainly afibrds difibrent ideasr of refen^lance, than when feen 
in a living one, efpecially in colour, which then becomes 
nearly violet J but is diftiod from the L/c/7/^mof Thunberg, 
thai being nearly allied to I. fecunda^ What is ufoally called 
JcUlaris by the Nurferymen is Ixia /A'rf/i,. which refemUes our 
plant in the leaf^ but is a completely different fpectes. 

. This article, for whidi, as well as the preceding, we tre en- 
tirely indebted to Mr. Gawler, will, we hope» be the means 
of putting an end to the errors and confufion this fpecies has 
caufed among BotaniAs. The Synonyms are fo arranged as ^ 
fhew its hiftory and clear up the blunders. Thukberg fuf- 
peBed Li u ^ avs's fcillaris was hhfecunda^ a fpecies, perhaps, 
the nsod diftant from it of the whole genus. He obferves of 
our plant, that it now and tben, though rarely, has four fta- 
mens and four ftigmas, and fometimes five, to whkh he might 
have alfo added fix ; but this is sl luxuriancy well known to ail 
cultivators of this genus not to be at all uncommon in mpft of 
the fpecies; to which redundancy of the parts of fructification, 
aproportionate one of the fegments of the corolla isoften added; 
but furely this cannot juftify his adopting the trivial name of 
pentandra^ efpecially as he allows its having five fiamens to 
happen very rarely. Ixia crocaia fometimes occurs with twelve 
fegments, fix ftametss^ fix fiigmas^ and Ix i a /^/r^/^ with nine 
fegments, fix ftamens, Ityles, and ftigmas.

This very curious fpecies of Epidendrum, which we 
believe flowered for the (irft time in this country* in the bark 
fioveof Edward Woodford, £fq. Vauxhali, in Septeniber 
laft, rifes with a (ingle ftem, clothed with two or three alter- 
nate afh-coloured fcale-like fpathes, fo clofely adprefled as 
td be fcarcely difcernible. From the top of the ftem ifTues 
one leaf (perhaps, as in the figure of PLUMi£R,fometinies more) 
flefliyt linear, acute, convex at the back, and flightly grooved 
in front. From the bofom of this leaf rifes a round fcape^ 
at firft fwelling, then attenuated upwards, bearing a folitary 
flowefj perfeSly white when newly opened, but becoming 
tinged with a yellowiih green, confiding of three external 
and two internal pdtals, of fimilar length and fliape, linear, 
fotnewhat undulated, the two inner ones exaAly oppofite, and 
a nedary furrounding the parts of fruQification fhaped like a 
friar's cowl, far-acuminate, fringed, continuing of a mow white 
after the petals have changed their tint.

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The genus Arctotis^ as at prefent conftitoted^ concaim 
(pecies which do not well accord with one another, nor even 
come under the fame order in the Linnean fyftem, the prefent 
plant properly belonging to the order of Poly gam i a Frus- 
TRAN£A. Akct or I s antbfmoides, paradoxa^ aji&dentatOf are» 
however, certainly congeners, and GiERTNER nas made an 
attempt to fonp them into a diftin£l genus, under the name 
ofUnsiNiA, in which we might have been led to have fol- 
lowed him, but unluckily our plant wants his eflential charader 
of a double pappus on the crown of the feed. It fre- 
quently, though not generally, happens that the floret re- 
mains attached to the feed after this is ripe ; is it poflible 
that, in the examination of a dried fpecimen, fuch a circum- 
ftance could have deceived this accurate fiotanift ? However 
. this may be, our plant has certainly no fuch double pappus^ 
one within the other, as he has defcribed and figured, although 
it has, which is very unufual, a fort of pappus at both ends, a 
membranous crown at one end, and a pencil of hairs at the 
other. By this laft, the feed attaches itfelf to whatever it hap- 
pens to touch, and by this means may be conveyed to a greater 
diftance than by the help of the wind. 

Though pofleffing no particular beauty, it is, in feveral re- 
fpe^s, curious to the eye of a common obferver. All the 
infide of the flower is of a lively yellow colour, the outfide 
purple* The buds nod, but the flowers when expanded ftand 
etch ; as the flower decays, it again nods' till the feeds are 
rjpe, when it rifes upright, and the crown of the feed expand- 
ing at the fame time, it very much refembles fome flower of 
another family, having a corolla of five white fegments and 
a brown ftar in the middle, not very unlike a Jlatice^ The 
whole plant fmells like Chamomile, 

It is an annual, a native of the Cape of Good Hope, and 
thrives very welt in the open border, and if brought forwar4 
by being fown on a hot-bed in the Spring, will produce plenty 
t>f feeds.

yellow. Strong plants from old bulbs generally have two 
branches ; flowers, three to five, fcentlefs, or, according to 
Mr. Curtis, flightly fragrant; leaves, as in its relatives, 
more numerous than is general in Ixi a, fix to ten, outer ones 
gradually ftiorter, outermoft fcarcely half an inch long. De 
LA Roche's variety is blotted and ftreaked with brown ; but 
if Ixi A lacera^ which we have not yet met with, be a diftind 
Ijpecies, this would rather be a variety of that. 

Propagates fail by feeds, ftem-bulbs, and root-bulbs, and is 
become one of the commoneft fpecies in our gardens, yet has 
never before been figured, except in the Botanift's Repofitory. 
Prefervcs its colour,^ when dried, unimpaired. Cultivated by 
Miller in 1758. 

It has been fuppofed that many remarkable varieties in this 
genus have been produced by. the induftry of Dutch gardeners, 
but this is very doubtful, for certain it is that fcarcely a va- 
riety, or what is fuppofed to be fuch, has been imported from 
Holland, that has not been produced alfo from bulbs that 
were undoubtedly gathered wild or difcovered in fpecimens 
coUefled at the Cape. Whenever therefore a plant afibrds 
marks of diftin£tion from its congeners, exceeding thofe al- 
loted to variety by Linnaeus, and is not known to have been 
raifed from the feeds of the identical fpecies of which it is 
pretended to be a variety, we, without hefitation, record it a 
diftinft fpecies : as ftudioufly avoiding, on the other hand, to 
enumerate as fuch, thofe that merely differ within the rules 
prefcribed by our great maRer. When, as -in this inftance, 
we are but flightly acquainted with the local economy and 
precife habitat, this rule requires to be ftri^Iy attended to. ^

Betwixt the variety of MonarJa fijlutofa^ figured pi. 145, of this 
work, and the prefent fpecies, there is a great fimilarity, efpe- 
cially as that plant is coloured^ the bloflbms not inclining fo 
much as they ought to the crimfon hue ; for, in regard to 
colour, the two plants differ very materially, the flowers of 
the didyma being of a rich fcarlet, and thofe of the fiftulof^ 
var. of a fine crimfon ; but the great fpecific difference be-. 
tween the two confifts in the angles of the (lalk, which are fliarp 
in the one and obtufe in the other ; the variety of the fijlulofa 
grows to a greater height alfo ; there are many other differences 
which it is needlefs to particularife, fufiice it to fay, that they 
are both very defirable plants, of the hardy herbaceous kind, 
and worthy a place in all colle6tions. 

The didyma feldom rifes to above the height of two feet, it 
throws out numerous flaiks, whence it becomes buQiy ; its 
foliage when bruifed gives out a moft delightful fragrance, 
which alone would entitle the plant to a place in every garden.

This very rare and diftind fpecies is but of low ftature, at 
kaft we have not yet feen it reach a foot in height. The (talk 
is voody at the lower part and angular ; branches few^ (lelhy» 
Oexuofe^ with leaves growing alternate on footftalks the length 
of the leaf, with two very fmall green fubulate ftipulae; leaves 
bft, kidney-ihaped, divided almoft to the footftalk into five 
cuneate three-toothed fegments, the two outer ones» as is ufual, 
broader than the reft, confifting as it were of two united. 
From the very extremity of the branch grows one ereft pe- 
<hmcle» jointed at the bafe» and having juft below the joint 
generally three concave ovate brakes. The fimilarity of the 
peduncle and bra6teae to thofe of the umbellate fpecies^ leads 
to a fufpicion that the flower may not always be folitary ; how- 
ever. 



ever, we have never as yet fccn it bear more than one to 
each branch. The fegments of the calyx are very long, fpread- 
Ing, linear-lanceolate. Corolla large, fhewy, the two fuperior 
petals erect, obovate, cream-coloured, beautifully ftreaked 
from the centre with red veins, and more than double the fize 
of the three lower paler veinlefs petals. Fertile ftamens 
feven, afcendent, with purple anthers. Stigmas five, rotate, 
incurved. 

When a plant has obtained an eftaWifhed name, we hold 
it better to retain this than to change it even for a belter ; but 
this fpecies never having been, to our knowledge, defcribed 
by any author of authority, we feel ourfelves at liberty to 
adopt the name of quinatum^ which was with great propriety 
propofed by Mr. Gawler, from its leaves being divided into 
five fegments or leaflets, much in the fame manner as thofe of 
,t€rnaium are divided into three ; the nurferyman's name pr^f- 
morfum^ which gives a falfe idea, appearing to us totally in- 
admiflible. 

It is eafily propagated by cuttings, but the tender branches 
feem very apt to perifh. 

Was fir ft raifed from feeds procured f/om the Cape by 
Mr. QuARRELL, at the nurfery of Mr. Colville, KingV 
Road, Chelfea, where it has. been plentifully increafed.

Many of our readers will doubtlefs be furprifed to fee this 
plant ranked under Ixia, where indeed, as the eflential cha- 
ra3er hjais. hitherto ftopd, it can claim no admiflSon ; but» 
ys^'Si^ grandifiora ^xA, its relatives are fuffered to remain, this 
cannot be excluded without giving a fhock to natural affinity. 
as violent to that as ufelefs to artificial fyftem, for fo comk 
pletely do this and Ixt a grandiflora of the laft number agree 
in habit, in capfule, in feed, and in fpathe, that before the 
corolla is expanded, or after it is wafted away, they cannot be 
diftinguiflied from each other.

Had we fccn none but the large 
fub-variety (if we n^iy fo call it) common in our gardens, we 
might poffibly have been led to have confidered our plant as 
a feparate fpecies ; but during the infpeiElion of fome hundreds 
of fpontaneous and garden fpecimens, we have feen it in all 
thq phafes ufual to this changeable fpecies ; as alfo without the 
ftain, which, as erctta differs only from maculata by ttie large 
ftain at the bafe, mud be referred to the former. It propa* 
gates freely both by feeds and offsets^ is not very tender, 
never expands but in clear weather and when protraed from 
the wind.

Although the effential charafter of Ixia, as above givfin, 
iconfiderabiy reduces the heterogeneous mafs that has hiihene 
jncuiribercd this genus, as will be feen by the following 
fynoptic view of the fpecies which will rank under it> we ftill 
fulpeftfchat fome of the feftions m.uft be hereafter feparated 
into diftind genera, before a completely determinate elTential 
charafter is Tormed. Undefcribed fpeciea^ which arc numer- 
ous in our gardens, are not inferted. Thofe for which no 
authority is tited, are as they ftaiid in Willde row's editien 
of the Species Plantamm.

This beautiful flowering flirub is a native of the Weft* 
Indies, and confequently requires the heat of the bark ftovc 
to bring it to any perfefclion in this country, where it is very 
ornamental^ producing its fine red flowers in abundance along 
the flexile pendent branches. 

It is certainly a very diftinft fpecies from the Samyda 
y^rri/Aj/^ defcribed and figured by Jacquin, in the fecond 
volume of his CoUcftanea, which has acute leaves finely fer- 
rated, and folitary flowers different in fliapc as well as colour. 
It was fent to this country by Dr. Anderson, from the 
Botanic Garden at St. Vincent's, and has been fome years in 
the very fine coUeftion of rare exotics poflefled by Mr. Evans, 
at Crombie-Row, Stepney, where our drawing was taken. 

By Dr. Anderson it was called Samyda pubefcens, a plant 
apparently unknown to Botanifts of our day, and as the fy** 
nonyms quoted by Linnaeus (which certainly have no affinity 
with this) are referred to other plants by Profeflbr Swartz s 
we were inclined to fuppofe that he might be right, but 
Dr. J. E. Smith having kindly examined the Linnean Her- 
barium, informs us, that there is no fpecimen fimilar to our 
drawing there, and, from a critical examination of the whole 
genus, is inclined to believe that it is the Guidonia ulmi 
folio flore rofeo of Plumier, which Lin Nit us appears to have 
confounded with the Guidonia ulmi folio flore nivco of the 
fame author, his Smayda ferrulata.

We found confiderable difficulty in determining this fpecie^ 
till we fortunately found in the Bankfian Herbarium a fpeci- 
men in every refpeft correfponding with the one from which 
our drawing was made, by which we found that it had been 
regarded by the late Dr. So lander as a nondefcript fpecies, 
and had been named by him Campanula az/zr^'^, and dif- 
tinguiOied by the fpecific charafter above given. In both 
fpecimens the leaves are fmooth on the upper fide, and have 
very thinly fcattered hairs on the under fide ; on which ac- 
count we have cnclofed the words utrinque pilofis between 
crotchets. In many refpeSs it refcmblcs lilifolia, but differs 
in its angular ftalk, in the length of its calyx, and, as we be- 
lieve, has very diffiniilar roots. Was fent with other plants 
from Switzerland to Mr. Swainson, by whom it was cona- 
niunicated to Mr. Salisbury at the Botanic Garden, Brompton, 
^here our drawing was made laft. The fpecimen in the Her- 
harium flowered in the Botanic Garden at Chelfea in 1778, 
and is marked as a native of Switzerland.

Massonia is very nearly allied to HyaciiJthus, particu- 
larly to the Cape fpecies, and had we followed our own ideas 
of natural a^fiinity, we fhould have rather placed this fpecies 
under thelatter genus: in doing as we have, we merely yield 
to th^ efientiar chara£iers as they at prefent ftand. Perhaps it 
ti^ill be hereafter found unneceffary to feparate thefe genera 
at all, or, if they are diftinguifiied, a confiderable transfer of 
the fpecies miift be inade. Jussieu has hinted, tliat it would 
be more natural to take the character of Hyacinth us from 
the corolla than from the germ. For not continuing it as a 
congeher of Acapanthus umMlatus or of Poxyanthes 
tuberofa^ we believe no apology is neceffary ; but to fuch as 
think differently, or that it is a diftinft ^enus, we oflTcr the 
above defcription from Mr. Gawler, as its natural ch^rader.

The Melanthxum junceum, at firft fight^ has much the 
habit and appearance of an Ixia, but the mofl fuperficial 
examination immediately fliews it to belong, not only to a 
different clafs in the fexiial fyftem, but alfo to a dififerent na- 
tural order. Still, however, there is a real affinity, and it 
may be confidered in fome meafure as a conneBing link be- 
tween the Irides and Junci of Jussieu ; for it is only to 
unite the claws of the petals into a tube and to join the ftyies 
at the bafc and take -dway half the ftamens and we have a 
complete flower of an Ixia, naked indeed, the Melantuium 
having only one fpathe or involucre to the fpike and none ta 
the feparate flowers. 

From a careful examination of the fpecimens in the Bank* 
fian Herbarium, we are convinced that the Melanthium 
iriqnetrttm of Thunberg diiid' jtinceum of Jacquin are one 
and the fame ; the former, having made, his defcription from 
dried plams only, might be eafily led into this error ; but as, 
in a growing ftate, there is nothing triquetrous in the form of 
the leaves, we have given the preference to Jacquin's name^ 
although Th UN berg's has the right of priority. 

Our drawing was taken from a plant fent us by Mr. Sa« 
LisBURY of the Botanic Garden,^ Brompton, in January laft, 
fome weeks earlier perhaps than it would have flowered bad it 
not been forced by the heat of the (love. Mr. Salisbury 
received it with feveral other curious bulbs from the Cape» 
the latter end of laft Summer. 

The treatment fliould be the fame as for other Cape bulbs*

The corolla of this genus feems to have afforded as many 
diflind conceptions of its flrudure as it has been defcribed by 
di£Ferent BotaniftSft Thunberg confiders it as hexapetalous, 
the fegments as petals attached to the tube, his ne3ary 
(hence moft probably his ejeQioQ of Massonia enfifdid). 
Jacquin terms only the naked part on which the filaments 
are fcated the ne^ary, and defcribes it as a ihort marginal

crovrn placed on the neck of the cs>rolla uniting the bates of 
the ftamens, thus making it a diitinct appendage. Solan der 
Bauk/.AdJ] Ipcaks of it ^ a rmaU.netlariforni ringlet, created 
by a flighi cohdioil oi* the dilated bafes of' the filalnents. 
|ussiEU, on the other hc^nd, calls thc.part we allude to, **/aux 
** prominens^** and fays it is formed by the reflex curvature of 
the bafe of the fegm^nts, which afterwiirds becomes upright, 
and adds, that it is Thunuekg's neflary ; but here he is 
vrong. — From all the above Botanift$ we in fome meafure 
diffent. The corolla we hold to be completely monope- 
talous, and that there is no neHary conlidered as a diftinft 
appendage; but in many fpecies (of which the prefent is 
the moft remarkable inflance known to us) the outer cuticle 
detaches itfelf from the inner and is rolled back for a greater 
or lefs diftance ; of this the fix flaccid fegments are the diffinft 
and immediate continuation, fhrivelling alraoft as fooi\,a$ ex-* 
panded in our fpecies ; the upper part of the inner cuticle 
thus bared affords the neftary-like appearance authors allude- 
to, and is (as are alfo moft probably the filaments) the feparate 
and uninterrupted continuation of that membrane, tlie whole is 
firmer, of a diftinft colour, and remains in vigour until the ufual 
procefs of impregnation is completed. — However wide thechafm 
may appear between this and Massonia ett/ifolia^ it is naturally, 
enough filled up by a feries of fpecies, in which the denuda- 
tion of the faux gradually diminifhes till it difappears in enji^ 
folia^ where the bafes of the filaments ar6 even below the 
bafes of the fegments: as the faux decreafes fo the elongation 
of the tube increafes, and the neftareous liquid finks deeper 
and deeper till it is quite out of fight in ertfifolia and 
uniflora. Tlie whole of this natural clafs is, according to 
JnssiEu's fyftem, corollalefs ; but as it confifts of herbaceous 
thin-rinded plants and fomew bat fucculent, we fufpeft the outer 
cuticle above mentioned is the continuation of the exterior 
rind (cortex) too fine to produce a more fubflantial covering, 
and that it correfponds with his Calyx \ that the inner one, 
on the other hand, is the continuation of the interior rind 
(lihcr) and that it may be his Corolla^ both being thus united 
U) afford a fufTicicntly fubflantial proteftion to the parts of 
fnictification ; if fo, the fame will apply to the whole clafs ; 
it is evident in this genus the two coats are fpontaneoufly 
Jepaii^ble, of different degrees of duration, the inner one abid- 
ing the proccfs of impregnation, then withering. We merely 
oft'er this hint for the prefent, nor do the limits of the work 
pern)it the infertion of fome further obfervations we have made 
on this fubjcft.

The Ro B I N I A gluiinofa is a beautiful tree, a native of North- 
America, and perfe^ly hardy in our climate. It appears to 
be of fmaller fize than the Rob in i a Pfeud-acacia^ which it 
much refembles in habit, but when in- Uolfom is readily 
diftinguifhed by its rofe-coloured flowers, and at all times 
by its glutinous branches and flaorter ftraight fpines. Tlic 
leaves are deciduous, ainfift of from eight to ten pairs of leaf- 
]et3 with an odd one, ovate, entire, glaucous underneath^ 
and in the older leaves obtufe. Stipulae, two Ihort firaight 
fpines at the bafe of every petiole very weak, but perfiftcnt 
and becoming hard fpines in the old wood. There are alfo 
very minute ones at every pair of leaflets. The young branches 
are covered with glands of a dark red colour which exude a 
damisy juice. 

It is a free-growing tree, handfomer in its form than the 
Pfeud-acacia, and, from the wood being lefs brittle, is not fo 
apt to be disfigured by tlie high winds. Flowers in June and 

Introduced into this country by Mr. Whitley, in whofe 
nurfery at Old Brompton it flowered fparingly in tlie Summer 
of i8oO, and plentifully laft year. Is ufually increafed by 
engrafting on the Pfeud-acticia^ but may be readily propagated 
by planting cuttings of the roots, as we are informed by 
Mr. LoDDiDGEs, of Hackney, who alfo imported it from 
America fome years fince.

Wc are far from offering the above efTential charafler as a 
permanent one, or with confidence, fo few fpecies having yet 
fallen in our way ; but we hope foon to give fomething more 
dcfuiite. . The capfule and feeds are precifely thofe of Gla- 
diolus communisy which in thofe parts differs from all other 
Gladioli, in fo much that, could this be feparated from the 
other fpeeies and added to Antholyza, the cbarafters of the 
two would be eafy and precifc ; the one with round capfule 
and feeds, the other with an oblong capfule and numerous 
lenticular-fhaped winged feeds. 

For the means of prclcnting this beautiful plant to the 
public, we are indebted to the Kcv, Sackville Bale, who, 
aware of the rareiieis of its flowering, tnoft kindly remitted it 
to us from his colletlion at Wiihyham, near Tunbridge, 
where it flowered by the help of the ftove in February. It 
flowered ftill earlier at Meffrs. Russell and Wilmot's 
Nurferv, at Lewifham, who have had the goodnefs to fend us 
the fpikc with ripe feeds, and is at this time coming into 
flower in the greenhoufe of Edward Woodford, Efq. 
Vauxhall. Had our drawing been fortunately taken before 
the upper flowers were expanded, the pyramidal form would 
have been an advantage to our figure. Cultivated by Miller 
in 1759. Flowers in May and June, according to Hort. JfCew* 
The trivial name (given it by Cornuti) of JSibiopiait^ is nol 
a very eligible one for ia plant peculiar to the Cape and adjacent 
country; he mentions its flowering al Paris in 1633, his figure 
excellent. In habit of corollae it approaches Gladiolus 
IVatfohius zxiA Gladiolus quadrangutaris^ which laft we fhaft 
give in our next number.

Twelve fpecies of Phlox are enumerated inWiLLDENOw's 
edition of the Species Plantarum of Linnaeus of which four 
have been already figured in the Botanical Maazine. From 
all thefe this is totally diftinft, having trailing ftiks which take 
root at every joint, much in the manner of i'^ucA reptans 
and Viola odorata, whence our trivial name. Laves obovate, 
fpatulate, with ciliated petioles. Peduncles or flwering (talks 
creS, both immediately from the roots, and from te axils of the 
leaves, bearing an umbel or cyme of nodding flowes of a bright 
violet colour, and furnifh^d with 1 — 4 pair of liner-lanceolate 
leaves or braQeae, hairy at the edges, fometimes (opofite and 
fometimes alternate. Four of the filaments are the length 
of the tube, and one fhorter by half, which gives the flower 
the appearance of being tetrandrous. 

We are informed by Mr. John Fraser, of Sloaie-Square, 
Chelfea, that he firft difcovered this plant in Georga, in the 
year 1786, together with Phlox pilo/a^ fefacea, znd/uiufafa, 
but that living plants were not brought to Europe till i8ot, his 
fixth voyage to North-America, on botanical refearches, in 
company with his fon. This laft voyage was undertaken in 
confequencc of an ukafe of their late imperial Majefties the 
Emperor and Emprcfs of all the Ruffias, appointing him their 
Botanical ColleSor. We trull that fo much zeal will meet 
with a due reward. 

It promifes to be a valuable addition to our gardens, par- 
ticularly calcubtcd for ornamenting rock-work, being, we 
are afTured, perfefliy hardy in our climate, although the fpe- 
cimen from which our drawing was made laft Summer was 
flowered in the ftove : if planted in a pot and placed on a 
pcdeftal or flower ftand, with the branches fufFercd to hang 
down the fides, ijL muft when in full flower make a very fliewy 
appearance.

A tender annual, to be raifed on a hot bed in the Spring, 
and about the middle of June it may be planted into the open 
border, where it will ripen its feeds. Its fine fcarlet flowers 
make a brilliant appearance, but its (talks, being weak and 
growing two or three feet high, (hould be properly fupported 
to preferve its beauty from being marred by high winds or 
heavy rain. Our drawing was made at Mr. Woodford's, 
at Vauxhall, who received the feeds from Mr. Thou in, na- 
tional gardener at Paris in the Spring of 1800, under the 
name o( Cacalia /oncbffolia ^^ but as it neither anfwers to the 
defcription of that fpecies, nor ai all refembles the fpecimens 
preferved in the Bankfian Herbarium, we confider it as a to- 
tally diftinfl fpecies ; and not finding that it has been hitherto 
defcribed or figured, we have given it a name expreffive of 
the colour of its flowers and a fpecific chara6ler, which we 
believe will fufficiently diftinguifh it from every other known

The Clematis Viticella is a native of Spain and Italy, and 
bears the cold of our winters very well ; is a very ornamental 
climber, and its flowers fweet-fcented. Though well known 
to our older Botanifts, and cultivated as long ago as the year 
1569, by Mr. Hugh Morgan,* it is by no means common : 
the double variety is more fo ; but this in our opinion, though 
preferred by Miller, is not fo handfome as either of the 
fingle red or purple varieties, both of which grow in the 
greateft perfeftion at the nurfery of MeflVs. Whitley & Co. 
Old-Brompton, where our figure was taken laft year. 

It flowers in June and July. Is propagated either by feeds, 
vhich it fometimes produces in this country, or by laying the 
young flioots down early in the Spring or at the latter-end of 
Ji^ly, the mode of doing which is fully detailed in Martin's 
Miller's Diftionary ; but Mr. Whitley prefers the former 
time^ to that recommended by Miller.

ihus piled nearly an inch high. Leaves 3 — 4, alternate, enfiform, 
from three inches to a foot long, nerved-ftriated, two lower 
ones nearly oppofite, reflex-falcate (fometimes almoft ftratght.)

Tube 
about the length of the limb, which is quite patent, exterior 
fegments largell and fomewhat reflexed, of a fine fhining brown 
on the outfide*, interior ones all white and fomewhat more 
concave.

Introduced into Kew garden by Mr, Masson in 1787, 
flowers in April. We can perceive no difference between this 
and IxiA cinnamomea\ except in the remarkable crifpature of 
the leaves and more numerous fmaller flowers of the latter : — 
may thefe diftinftions be loft by culture? The former was 
found byTHUNBERG on the hills about Cape-Town, the 
latter on thofe of Loweftaart. They are both called by the 
Dutch Cannelbloem^ on account of their finell, as alfo Avond^ 
bloern^ from their time of flowering, which at the Cape is faid 
to take place fo precifely at four in the afternoon, that the 
hour of the day may be known by it, except rain is at 
hand, which, by remaining clofcd, they predift as certainly as 
a barometer. Both, as well as Ixia ps/ofaBud radiata^ are in 
great requcft there on account of their fragrance. Propagates 
with us by feed and offsets, but more flowly than moft other 
fpecies of this family. It is apt to luxuriate in the number 
of fegments and in the parts of fruftification. Our drawing 
was taken at the nurfery of Meflrs. Grimwood and Wykes, 
Kenfington, where it flowered this year in great perfeftion, 
the root throwing up two ftems. It requires a very fmall pot, 
to be put entirely in bog-earth, and when paft flowering to 
be carefully preferved from all moifture. Is ftill one of the 
rarer fpecies. G.

BuRM an's defcription is more vague and brief than we could 
have wiflied, yet there can be little doubt of his defigningour 
plant, when al^the circumftances are taken together, fuch as 
the name, and itsftation in his lift, where it (lands immediately 
after Antholyza alhhpica and cunonia, L. to both of which 
it has a very confiderable refemblance. According to him, 
it flowxred in Holland in 1 760, and grew two cubits high.

This is a native of the Cape of Good-Hope^ growing fpon- 
taneoufly at the foot of the Table Mountain. The conical 
fculbs about the fize of ihofe of Crocus verna are faid to be 
edible when roafted. There is a great Angularity in the growth 
of the (lamens, which diftinguifties the genus from every other: 
five of them have very Ihort filaments and ereft incurved an- 
tHcrs which open at the point, the fixth is declined and much 
longer both in the filament and anther, which lad is tongue- 
fcaped and grooved in the middle, upon this the flyle is in- 
cumbent ; the lower one only, except in colour, has the common 
appearance of an anther, but all fix are confidered as fuch. 

In external habit it is very fimilar to Di an ell a carulea^ 
No. 505, and in the flower to \\\A.fcillarist No. 542. 

Is faid to have been cultivated by Miller, in 1768, but in 
his defcription, he fays, •' the peduncle arifes immediately from 
" the root fupporting one flower;" from which we infer that 
his plant was not the Cyanella capmjis.

We are induced from the beauty and rarity of this plant 
(though a variety differing in little elfc than colour from that 
already publiflied by Mr. Curtis) to offer it to the public. 
It has been very lately imported from Holland by Mr. Col- 
viLLE, of the KingVRoad, Chelfca, and we believe has never 

before 



before been feen in England. It is not above one-third the 
height of n)ar. «, and is of a more beautiful colour. The 
leaves of both, from the prominence of their ribs, have the 
appearance of being thick and bifulcate on each fide and the 
bottom of the furrows glaucous. Segments modifications of 
lanceolate bilabiately arranged^ the loweft dependent, all either 
patent or recurved ; when patent the uppermoft one points 
flraight forward, when recurved that is only patent, thus ever 
differing in direftion, all nearly the length of the faux. 
Scentlefs. Flowers in February and March : (a) was found 
at the Cape by Thunberg on the fides of mountains, parti- 
cularly on thofe of Leuweftaart, alfo near Conftantia, and in 
fome other diftrifts, flowering in our fummer months. The 
firft variety is become very common, and is one of the earlieft 
blowers of its family. We fufpeft our prefent variety to have 
been produced by feed in Holland, never having yet found it 
in any herbarium or feen it produced from any bulb imme- 
diately from the Cape. It is not improbable that the diminiflied 
ftature may be in fome way connefted with the variegation of 
the corolla, in the fame manner as tulips whilft they blow of 
a plain colour have a very long fcape, which when, in the 
. language of flonfts, the flower breaks^ immediately lofes half 
or two-thirds of its length. We have obferved the fame di- 
pinution of fize in feveral other inftances in this natqral order 
upon the flower becoming variegated. G.

Thunberc's IxiA /anceOy for which Jacquin millcx>k our 
variety (3, is a very diRinS fpecies. Ail thefe varieties are 
fcentlefs, and flower nearly at the fame time, viz. in April. 
They are united by many others, that approach more or lefs 
to one or other of thefe. 

This fpecies is very diftinft from its congeners, and although 
variable in fome of its proportions, colour, and degree ot 
expanfion, adheres faithfully to all its fpeciBc diftinfiions. 
Thofe who cannot be reconciled to the propriety of our re- 
ducing the above to mere varieties of the fame fpecies, and 
choofe rather to confidcr them as diftinft, may retain the 
names allotted to them by the different authors. 

Throughout this natural order, in which the different fpe- 
cies and genera Aide imperceptibly into one another, it is 
often impoflible to mark the exaft limits of each, and the 
means adopted by different authors will be found perpetually 
inadequate to the tafk. Thus the relative proportions of the 
tube to the fpathe, and of the border to the tube, though 
fometimes material, often afford no ground whatever for fpe- 
cific diftinftion, even differing in different years in the fame 
plant : fometimes the further, cohefion of the lower parts of 
the fegments, or of the claws, ftrangely alter the appearance 
of the flower though not the fpecies: in this manner G la- 
DiOLU^ bir/uf us obtdims a long cylindric faux and rounded 
fhort fegments, their lower or narrower part being abforbed 
in the faux, thus becoming Gladiolus merianellus oi authors. 
So in our fpecies the tube and faux of a, |3, and y, are gra« 
dually elongated till they become the length of the border 
in J; partly by the cohefion of the bafes of the fegments and 
partly by the elongation of the tube. In the fame manner the 
cartilaginous margin, fo frequent in the leaves of moflt of the 
natural order, can be of fmall import for diftinftion, as its 
prefence or abfence often depend altogether upon the greater 
or lefs vigour of the plant.

Our plant differs in no refpe6l from la is tricu/pis (alreadjf 
publiflied by Mr. Curtis, in this Work, No. i98, under the 
name of Iris pavonia) except in the pubefcenceof leaf and 
Hem and in colour. In nmkine it a diftinft fpecies on that 
account, we follow by analogy the exanif le of former Botanift9 
in this natural order. It cannot be diftinguiflied from the 
real Iris pavonia but when in flower, and then it is fufficiently 
AftinQ.

is remarkably prone to luxuriance, forming abortive petals, 
or fegmentS'Of petals within the claws of the larger fegments 
of variousjbrms, according to their greater or lels perfeSion, 
and fuch have been miftaken by Th u n b erg in Iris pavonia for 
neflaries ; he defcribes them, ** neciaria tria intra petala majora^ 
*• Jingulum foUolum ovalum obtujum peialiforme ad bafin /' thefe 
are fome times prefent or not fo in the fame plant. To us it 
appears impoflible to attribute to the union of the filaments, 
either in this genus or Ixia, the importance ufually given it 
by LiNNiEusy without creating confufion and placing in diftinft 
clafTes, orders, and genera, fuch plants as are fcarcely fpeci- 
fically different; nor, on the other hand, are we able to lay 
down any rule of exception by which fuch compliance with 
the laws of his fyftem can be avoided, efpecially while Ga- 
1.AXIA, F£RRARiA, aud SisYRi NCH I u M, remain fo feparatcd 
on that ground only. This union of filaments varies exceed- 
ingly in both genera, fometinies not extending beyond the 
bafe, fometimes to the middle, fometimes the whole length. 
The ihape of the ftigma is alfo very fubjed to variation, that 
of Iris pavonia is very diftinft from our fpecies, nor do we 
think that Ferrari a undulnta can be feparated from the Cape 
Ipecies of Iris on that account only. De la Roche had al- 
ready formed a new genus from Iris tricufpis^ to which he 
gave the name of Vieusseuxia, and if the Cape fpecies 
(which form a very diftin£i and natural feQion, differing in 
habit, as well as in not having their claws^united in a tube, 
but very llightly conneftcd at their bafe only) fhould be 
at any time detached and formed into a new genus, his 
name (hould be retained, but his character muft be generalized; 
for, as it now .{lands, it would fcarcely admit any fpecies but 
the one from which it is formed* Our drawing was taken at 
Meifrs* Grimwood and Wyke's, who received the bulb from 
the Cape, and with w^m we believe it has now flowered for 
the firft time in Europe.

Of this very numerous genus^ the Epidendrum cochleatum 
the firft tnat was feen to flower in this country. ' Tt is no\^ 

t very uncommon, confidering the difficulty attending the 
^ohure of plants naturally parafitical, a diffi:cuUy. which appeared 
To great to Miller himfdf, that h^ thought it unnecelfary to 
enumerate the fpecies in his Diftionary, oWcrving, that.V they 
*^ were not by any art then known to be cultivated in thfi 
** ground." Since his time many fpecies have been brought 
to flower in great perfeftion, five have been now figured in the 
Botanical Magazine, and we have drawings of fome others. 

The Epidendrum is of the fame natural order as Orchis 
and Ophrys, and the flowers of the different fpecies have a 
fimilar fportive variety of form. Many of them are very 
beautiful, and all are curious for fome fingularity or other. 

Our drawing was made from a fpecimen which flowered 
at Edward Woodford's, Efq. in December laft, whofe 
head gardener, Mr. Watson, appears to us to be more than 
ordinarily fuccefsful in the management of thefe plants, . which

The £piDENDRUM cucullatum and fragrana have a very 
conliderable refetnblance in the form of the flower ; but bc- 
fides that, the Former wants the fragrant fmell of the latter, and 
the difference in colour, there are feveral remarkable diftinc- 
lions. In cocbleatum^ the petals are nearly fimilar, and all 
refle3ed ; in fragransy the petals are patent, and the two inte- 
rior ones are much broacfer and fomewhat fhorter than the 
three exterior, and the lip of the nedary is more accuminate. 
Both are natives of Jamaica, and in this country mud be con- 
fiant inhabitants of the ftove*

What has been faid of the bulb in the article of Ixi a falcata^ 
No. 568, will apply to this ; obferving, that when we fpcak of 
the fize of a bulb it is meant without its tunics, otherwife all 
defcription of it as to fize and form would be ufelefs, as thefe 
often increafe according to the age of the plant, and vary, ac« 
cording to this increafe, in outward appearance ; but the bulb 
being produced yearly within them is generally nearly of the 
fiune fize, the old one perifliing either in part or altogether- 
leaves 3 — 4, gradually longer, fiftular, round till they are 
pierced for the emiffion of the fcape, from thence they are 

flattenec^ 









flattened, linear, and obfoletcly three-nerved, but ftill hollow, 
inner one longeft, nearly reaching to the flowers, and flieathing 
the whole way. Stem round, kneed, flexuofe. Flowers 8—90, 
though diftich at their bafes ultimately inclining one way, ex- 
panding about funfet and clofing again before midnight; whilft 
open they difFufe a very pleafing caryophyllaceous fragrance ; in . 
the day-time, being clofed, they are club-fliaped, nodding, 
and the outer fegments alone are perceived.

Thunberg obferves its clofe affinity to 
Ixi A fakata^ though it does not prevent his making it a Gla- 
diolus. Jacquin fays the flowers arc fcentlefs, which is only 
true in the day-time. He gave it the fpecific name of radiata, 
from the (edge of the bafe of the tunic being dcntately or what 
he calls rj^/a/^/y-lacerate. We have adopted his name becaufe 
we found it, but think it the molt uncertain and inexpreflivc he 
could have given ; befides, that this chara6leriftic is often ob- 
folete, or nearly fo. Introduftion uncertain. Our figure was 
taken from a fpecimen afforded us by Mr. Colville, Niirfcry- j 
man, King's-Road, Chelfea, with whom it flowers in May, 
propagates flowly, and is ftill a rare plant.

Stamens (horter than 
limb. We have fecn many other intermediate varieties, but 
have, as ufual, only enumerated the moft ilriking, and fuch as 
many will probably reckon dillinft fpccies. Watsonia hu- 
milis, a ftanding fynonym to this, is a real Watfonia, and a 
very diftinft plant with fmooth leaves. The prcfent variety 
flowers in May, and fmells very like the flowers of Hawthorn 
or May. It fcarcely ever blows two years together of the 
feme fize or colour, varying from a deep purplifh rofe colour 
to a pale pink nearly white. Much of its beauty depends upon 
Ikilful cultivation. Mr. Williams, Nurferyman, at Turn- 
ham-Green, has an exceeding large variety without the purple 
edge to the leaves. Is at all times very impatient of rooifture. 
Was moft probably introduced among our Nurferymcn by the 
way of Holland ; we have feen many fpecimens of it among 
the late Cape arrivals. Our figure was taken at Meflrs. Grim- 
wood and Wyke'sj Kenfington^ where it flowered in great 
perfe£lion. G.

Dr. Dryander, by a manufcript note in the Hort. Kew. 
of the Bankdan library, has moft di{lin6tly fettled the dif- 
ference between the Ixia rofeaol the Cape (publilhed already 
in this work. No. 265, by Mr. Curtis, under the name of 
Ixia Bulbocodium) and the real Ixia Bu/bocodium, an Euro- 
pean fpecies. To the firft our plant approaches very clofely, 
but we follow Jacquim in making it a diftind fpecies, as 
we believe it to be ; befides fome difference in the form of the 
leaves and ftem, the fpathe of this is more membranaceous,

tlie ftigmas nearly the length or ftiorter than the anthers, not 
longer, as in ro/ea. Atranfverfe feflion of the leaf of Jacquin's 
fpeciitien, A much ftronger plant than ours, affords the cruciate 
form from which he derives the fpecific name. We are per- 
fuaded that Li n n .eu s adopted the name of ro/ca from one of the 
figures in Miller's plates, where three fpecimens are given^ 
two coloured blue or purple and one pink or rofe, though 
the fpecies is defcribed as light purple in the letter-prefs and 
no mention made of the rofe-coloured variety. The above in- 
accurate plate with Miller's dcfcription, was moft probably 
all that LiNNiEUs had for a guide, hence his unfatisfaQory 
defcription and the confufion it has fince produced. J acqu in 
is incorre£l in defcribing the corolla as hexapetalous, as it has 
a fliort tube ; he might with propriety have called it hexape- 
taloid. Our generic name is from Sf/^ pilus and vi^« JHum, the 
filaments being hairy. Its fpecies, already defcribed or figured, 
are Ixia Bulbocodium^ Linn.

what are now eflccmed diflincl fpecies ; we have only rcfervcd 
fuch as appear to us really to belong to ihis fpecies, and fhall 
apply the others as we publilh the plants for which we con- ' 
ceivc they were intended. Miller's plant, figured in the \ 
155th plate, ufually quoted as a fynonym to this, is we believe 
the GladiolvsJIti^/us oiHorL Kew. The whole plant, ex- 
cept the corolla, is pubcfcent and very tender, from fix inches 
to a foot high. Flowers emit a pleafing caryophyllaceous fra- 
grance. Cultivated, according to the Bankfian Herbarium, at 
KeW'Gardens in 1778. We venture to predifttbat this genus 
will turn out one of the moft numerous of the whole natural 
order. Forthe derivation of the generic name, and an enumera- 
tion of fuch fpecies as areas yet defcribed, revert to Ixia 
conica^ No. 339 of this work. From this lift Gladiclus 
crifpus fliould be excluded. TnuNBtRO enumerates many 
varieties from dried fpecimens, which will nearly all be 
found to be dillintl: fpecies. Found by him at the Cape, on 
the lowcft hills beneath the weft fide of Leuwebild near the 
ihore. near Cape-Town, in Swartland-Rode-Sand, and other 
fpots,nn great abundance.

Root a fmall round tunicated bulb. Leaves of the fame habit 
as thofe of Iris villofa of the foregoing number, but much 
broader and quite fmooth. Stem from fix inches to a foot high, 
ufually branched, terminated, as is alfo each branch, by a ge- 
neral bivalved involucre, from which ifllie in fucceffion two, 
three, or four flowers, on feparatc pedicles, with feparate one- 
valvcd, convolute, membranaceous fpathes. We have ob- 
fcrvcd, that in all the Cape fpecies of this family, when only 
one flower is produced from the general involucre, it is nearly 
twice the fize of thofe when the ufual number is produced. In 
all the Cape fpecies of Ferrari a and Iris, as yet known to 
us, the flower, after the parts of fruQification have completed 
their operations, forms itfelf into a kind of ball, the fegments 
rolling inwards previous to its final decay ; whereas, in Mo« 
RiEA and Aristea, the genera neareft to this, the flowers 
commence their decay by twifting the fegments fpirally into 
a kind of column. Our fpecies was found at the Cape, by 
Thunberg, below the Duyvelfl^erg near the town. It feeds 
freely, and produces plenty of offsets* The drawing was

taken from a plant that flowered in May, at Meflrs. Grim* 
WOOD and Wykes's, Kenfington, and was mod probably in- 
troduced amongft us by the way of Holland; Mr. Hibbert's 
fpecimen, figured in the Botanift's Repofitory, came imme- 
^diately from the Cape. 

While " laciniis alternis reflexis" remains a part of the 
effential charafter of Iris, nearly all the Cape fpecies ought in 
Ilrifclnefs to be excluded, and this we imagine has been the caufe 
that fome of them have been transferred to Mer^ea^ with which, 
they agree, in having ** peiala tria interiora patentia^ an^ 
guftiora" but differ, according to us, from true Mor^eas, in 
having petal-fhaped ftigmas and upright claws or bafes to their 
fegments or petals. If therefore thefe are to be retained 
under Iris, the effential charaSer muft be altered; but 
it appears to us more convenient that they fhould be formed 
into another genus, diftinguifhed from Iris in not having the 
claws or bafes of the fegments united into a tube, but in ha- 
ving them nearly upright and parted. G.

Stigmas longer 
than the anthers. It approaches very near to Gladiolus 
gracilis in corolla, but differs effentially in the leaf, as may 
be feen by their fpecific cjiarafters ; this laft is alfo fceni- 
lefs, and wants the mottled root-flieaih. The plant in the 
Herbarium of the younger Linn^us, and defcribed in the 
Differtation of Thunberg, under the name of Gladiolus 
recurvus^ is the Ixia radiata of this number ; how it came to 
be made a fynonym to fo very diftinfl a fubjeQ as this we can- 
not account. We fufpcQ, however, that the real Gladiolus 
recurvus^ as well as the Gladiolus undulaius of Linn^bus, 
has never been known to any author that wo have confulted, 
if we may judge from the fynonyms and the different names 
it has repeatedly received. Both fpecies are interefting, as 
being of the very few of this family defcribed by Linnjeus 
himfelf; and notwithftanding the reafons adduced in No. 538 
for continuing it to Jacquin's plant, we now regret that we 
did not preferve. his name of undulaius for the plant to which 
he had given it, which will appear in our next number. 
Raifcd by Miller from Cape feeds; flowered in the 
Chelfea garden before the year 1760. Introduced into Kew 
garden by Mr. Masson, in 1774, where it received the name 
of carimitus, from the appearance of the midrib of its leaves. 
Ml ller's figure is," we believe, erroneous in reprefonting it as 
branched, which, we are almoft certain, it. never is; very 
probably two clofe-growing plants afforded that appearance to 
the draughtfman. His deJcriptjan is correal and full. Thuk- 
BERG mentions a variety with corollas. of a pinkifh or flefh- 
coloured hue- It is the moll fragrant of the genus; fomc- 
what impatient of raoifture when out of flower; never fails to 
bloom when the bulb is of a proper age. There is no fpc^ 
cimen of this or undulutus in the Herbarium of the elder Lin-

We have followed the Hortus Kewenfis in confidering the 
finnatum of Linnaus and aftragalifolium of Jacquin as the 
fame fpecies. There are, however, remarkable varieties, and 
future obfervations may perhaps feparate fome of them into 
didinft fpecies. 

Our figure was taken from a plant, which flowered in De- 
cember 1798, in the Marquis of Blandfokd's colle£lion, at 
White-Knights, near Reading, and was raifed there from 
Cape feeds, fent by Lord Macartney. Introduced to the 
Kew garden, by Mr. Masson, ten years before. It is of the 
tenderer kind, and, like other tuberous rooted fpecies, is im? 
patient of water, and not eafily propagated, except by feeds, 
which it rarely or never produces with us. In drong plants 
the bulb will however branch out at top into two, three, or 
more didinft heads ; by dividing thefe with caution, fo that 
each part fliall have fome fibres to it, and not giving them too 
much water when planted, Mr. Dowdall, at that time 
Gardener to the Marquis, told Mr. Curtis, that this rarg 
fpecies might be incrcafed.

This makes a very handfome (hrub, growing to the height 
of three feet or more; but as it will not flower till it has ac- 
quired a conQderable fize, and is of flow growth and propagated 
from feeds only, few perfons have had an opportunity of feeing 
it in flower ; on this account, perhaps, the braSeae, calyces, 
and corolla have been erroneoufly defcribed as being all of a 
livid-purple colour, which correfponds indeed with Mr. An- 
drews's figure above quoted, but does not accord with nature, 
the corolla only being of a purple colour and the other parts 
of a brick-duft red. The parts of frutlification are entirely 
enclofed in the corolla, the anthers are what LiNNiEus calls 
friftated, that is, each lobe has an appendix at its bafe, com- 
pared to the comb of a cock, being flat and fer rated at 
the edges.

This Stapelia has the largeft flowers of any of the whole 
genus, the corolla mcafuring, when fully expanded, in the fpe- 
cimen from which our drawing was taken, fix inches in dia-« 
meter, and is equally oflTenfive to the fmell as any of its con- 
geners.

We have no hefuation in pronouncing this to be a very 

diftinft fpecies from Laches aha petidula, of which Willd- 

£Now confiders it only a variety. It appears indeed to us to 

have greater affinity with Lachenalia tricolor^ though fuffi- 

ciently different from that alfo. The flowers chiefly differ from 

thofe of pendula^ in having longer peduncles, the outer petals 

much (horter, and the inner more fpreading at the mouth ; 

they are alfo more diftant, growing alternately on the fcape, 

which is weaker. The leaves are* much longer, narrower, and 

more channelled, one of them longer than the other, and, as 

Jacquin remarks, ereft at firft, but reclined from above the 

middle ; they come out from the bulb fiftular and fplit open 

as they advance, and thofe of the young offsets not opening 

at all, have very much the appearance of a different plant 

growing in the fame pot.

demy of Sciences and Inntnptlorts of Thoutoufc, to ivhich he 
bas fince added further explanation, in the thirty -fifth volunnc 
of the Jburnil de Phyfique, p. 431. The fpecies that fcrved 
him for his foundation was Lapeyrousia (Gladiolus, 
Thunt.) anceps^ his cornprejfa^ the only one known to him, and 
vhich he dates to be an aboriginal of the lOe of France, 
adding, that iiis fpecimen was tranfmitted by Commerson to 
Thou IN, and by the latter to himfelf; thus the miftake in 
the habitat lies between the three ; for it is certainly a native 
of the Cape, and not of the Ifle of France. The generic 
name he gives in honour of Picox, then Baron de la Peyrouse, 
fince Infpeftor of the Mines of the French Republic and AfiTo- 
ciatc of the National Inftitute, well known by his works on 
the Natural Hiftory of the Pyrenees ;— not to be confounded 
with the celebrated but ill-fated navigator, known by the title 
of Compte de la Peyrouse.

Capparis and Crataeva are fo nearly related, that it is not 
eafy to find charaders which will always diftinguiih theni. 
Even in the artificial fyftem, they ought not to have been fe- 
parated into different clafles, inoft of the fpecies being poly- 
androus. Perhaps the only diftindion in the parts of fru6li« 
fication is, that in Cratsva the ftamens are attached to the 
column fupporting the germ, whereas in Capparis they are 
attached to the edge of the receptacle, A flight difference^ 
as the column itfelf is an elongation of the centre of the 
receptacle. In the habit of the plants there is this effential 
diftindion, that in every fpecies of Capparis the leaves are 
fimple, in Crateva ternate. 

The C K AT AW A /ragrans has feveral climbing ftems, extend* 
ing 10 — 20 feet, with a multitude of branches. Leaves alter- 
nate, petioled, trifoliate ; leaflets ovate, entire, fliining, 
Ihorily petioled. The flowers grow in bunches on long 
peduncles from the extremities of the branches, nodding whilll 
in bud.

Germen fup- 
ported upon a receptacular column, longer than the ftamens^ 
one-celled? containing many feeds. Fruit has never yet 
ripened with us. The flowers are of fhort duration, but come 
in fucceffion for fome weeks, very fragrant, approaching in 
fmell to the fruit of the,pine-appte (Beomelia ananas). 

Firft difcovered in Africa, by our particular friend. Dr. 
Adam Afzelius,. Botanical Demonftrator to the UniverGty 
of Upfal, who never met with it but twice, once in the Ifland 
of Bananas, in'April, when it was in full flower, and afterwards 
at Sierra-Leone, near Free-Town, towards the mountains, 
in January^ when the feeds were ripe. In both places k 
grew near water on rifing and rocky ground, covering the 
rocks for a confiderable extent with its widely-fpreading ftems 
and twining branches. He gave the feeds to T. Evans, Efq. 
Stepney, to wbofe liberality every poffeffor of this valuable 
acquifuion to the ftove is indebted. Is propagated eafily by 
cuttings, but to thrive well requires more room for its roots 
than a pot. 

It is at the defire of Dr. Afzelius that we have ^ven it^ 
the fpecific name of /ragrans, that of capparoides^ equally ap- 
plicable to other fpecies of Crataeva, though haftily given by 
him to Mr. Evans, as fomething to remember it by, being 
never intended for publication.
